Ailing When He Left Home on Jan 7

New York, April 1.—Mr. Morgan 
sailed from New York, an ailing man, 
for Egypt on Jan. 7, within three 
weeks after he had testified before 
the Pujo committee investigating the 
money trust. 

For weeks there had been report’ 
that he was far from well, but these 
were somewhat allayed by the an- 
touncement that no physician would 
be taken with him. He was accom- 
panied by his daughter, Mrs. Her- 
bert L. Satterlee, and Count and 
Countess Jean la Greze, the latter ».

Steele. 

After an uneventful trip across the 
Atlantic, Morgan reached Monte

He reached 
Cairo on Feb. 7, and shartly after- 
ward started on a trip up the Nile.

Morgan landed at Naples on March 
23 and went direct to Rome, where 
he received no visitors, but spent the 
evening playing solitaire in his room.

He grew rapidly 
worse and for several days lay in a 
practically comatose state.

Early in her life Mrs. Fifield began 
to take an interest in philanthropy, 
religion and education and these 
traits grew upon her with each pass- 
ing year. She was the second wom- 
an to be elected to the school board of 
Boston. 

-Mrs. Fifleld was a native of Wey- 
mouth, where she was born in 1840. 
were Thomas Brastow 
(Vining) 
Both the Porter and Vining families 
were of Huguenot stock and Thomas 
B. Porter, who was a lumber dealer, 
from 


Her parents 


Porter and Emily Porter. 


was of the seventh generation 
Richard Porter, who came to America 
and settled in Weymouth in 1635 
Emily Porter was educated in the pri- 
vate and public schools of Yeymouth 
and Braintree until she was fourteen 
years old, after which she became a 
pupil of William R, Fowle in his pri- 
vate school in Boston. 

In 1858 Miss Porter married Dr. W 
C. B. Fifield of Weymouth, and in 1861 
they moved to Dorchester, where they 
lived for many years, three children 
being born to them. Dr. Fifield died 
in September 1896, and his widow con- 
tinued to reside in Dorchester until 
1911, when she removed to Milton. 

As Mrs. Fifield had made a life long 
study of all the factors directly or in- 
directly pertaining to the problems of 
public administration, she 
came to her duties in the board at the 
age of forty-five years fully equipped 
|for the tasks before her, and it was 
not long before she was considered an 
'authority throughout the country. 
Mrs. Fifield was first elected to the 
school board in 1884, and she served 
continuously until 1900. 

The success of the Mechanic Arts 
largely due to Mrs, Fi- 
field’s service in its behalf while she 
was chairman of the division under 
which its administration came. An- 
other achievement by her as a mem- 
ber of the committee was her work in 
behalf of the educational exhibit sent 
from Boston to the World's Fair at 
Chicago.

AGREE ON TARIFF BILL 


Leaders Decide Upon Free Wool and 
Low Duty on Sugar 

Washington, Mpril 5.—With Presi- 
dent Wilson and congressional lead- 
ers practically agreed upon free wool 
and a very low duty on sugar, eventu- 
ally to become free, the ways and 
means committee began drawing ‘Its 
report on the new tariff bill, estimat- 
ing the loss of revenue from the new 
rates at $50,000,000 a year.

CENTURY-OLD PRECEDENT 


Will Be Broken by Wiison by Reading 
Message to Congress 
Washington, April 7.—Setting 
aside precedents of more than a cen- 
tury, President Wilson will appear in 
the halls of congress tomorrow to de- 
liver his first legislative message in 
person. This decision of the presi- 
dent evoked much comment among 
the congressional leaders. He will 
be the first President of the United 
Btates to appear officially before eith- 
er branch of congress in deliberative 

session since John Adams. 

The president believes he can get in 
closer touch with the members of 
congress by personally expressing 
his views to them. In addition to his 
official visits to the floor of the house, 
which will become a matter of White 
House policy, the president will take 
advantage of these visits to hold con- 
ferences with the party leaders in 
congress. 

Both houses of the Sixty-third con- 
gress will get down to business in ex- 
iraordinary session today, confronted 
by the task of revising the tariff.

SHE WILL STAND BY AUSTRIA. 


Believes Attitude Of Russia and 
France Correct, but Sounds Warn- 
ing to Them—Agreement Regarding 
Frontier of Albania Prevented Eu- | 


ropean Conflagration 
London, April 8.—Germany has | 
thrust herself into the Balkan ques- 
tion in a manner calculated to set thi 
teeth of the dual alliance and triple | 
entente on edge. She declares that a 
passive European Turkey has been 
transformed into Russian Pan-Slavic | 
political active states that threaten 
the balance of Europe. 

Russia and France are warned that } 
in event of Austria going to war she} 
will find Germany fighting by her side. | 
The correctness of the attitude of the | 
Russian and French governments is} 
admitted, but doubt is cast on the 
strength of Russia to control the Pan- 
Slavie current set loose, and atten- 
tion is called to the war party in 
France which believes that the French | 
army outnumbers that of Germany andj; 
that it is better armed. 

Coincident with this pronofncement 
is a statement made by 
Grey, British foreign secretary, in 
the house of commons, to the effect 
that there would have been a Buro- 
pean conflagration but for the agree- 
ment reached by the powers regard- 
ing the frontiers of the future state | 
of Albania. | 

Grey was emphasizing the import- | 
ance of the international character of 
the naval demonstration now being} 
made onthe Montenegrin coast and the} 
importance of upholding the European | 
agreement on the subject of Albania| 
when he made the grave statement 
that “agreement is essential to the 
peace of Europe, and in my opinion} 
it was only accomplished just in time |

In the meantime, Montenegro h s | 
told the commander of the fleet of the 
powers which is blockading her 
coasts that she will continue to make 
war on her enemy, Turkey, and that} 
she resents the violation by the pow-| 
ers of the neutrality which they prom- | 
ised to observe when the war began.

‘The senate of the United States | 
Shall be composed of two senators | 
from each state, elected by the peo- 
ple thereof, for six years; and each 
shall have one vote. The! 
electors In each state shall have the | 
qualifications requisite for electors “rd 
the most numerous branch of the state | 
legislatures. 

“When vacancies happen in the | 
representation of any state in the sen- | 
ate, the executive authority of such | 
State shall issue writs of election to! 
fill sueh vacancies, provided that the 
legislature of any state may empower | 
the executive thereof to make tem- | 
porary appointments until the people! 
fill the vacancies by election as the 
legislature mav direct.” 

The amendment primarily transfers 
the power of electing senators from 
the state legislatures to the people at 
the polis. 

For more than sixty years Ne ean | 


als have been made to change the con- 
Stitution so as to provide for the di- 
rect election of senators. It was not, 
however, until June 24, 1911, that 
the senate was induced for the first 
time in its history to give its consent 
to the change. On that day it voted 
to submit to the states the proposed 
amendment.

This is why the stores must em- 
ploy so many thousands of girls at 
small salaries. They can give their 
time to waiting upon people who re- 
quire such attention and get their 
training to properly serve customers 
by continually asking questions of 
the more experienced girls beside 
them, 

As one store woman has recently 
said, “A great many girls are act- 
ually lazy and have practically no 
earning capacity at all.” Certainly 
these are not the girls who have a 
living to earn. They are 
out responsibilities usually, with| 
homes that permit them to spend the 
money they earn in their own way. 

They do not realize the value of! 

money, and they do not realize the 
¢ Seriousness of earning a living. Per- 


haps the greater proportion of them | 
j; are living in the daily expectation | 


| of getting married, with the thought 
that there is no work about that. 
Certainly this criticism cannot 
|apply to girls who are actually 
| hungry, and do not get enough to eat 
| out of their wages. They realize the 
seriousness of life, and they are 
usually the girls that develop into the 
| best saleswomen or the best work- 
| ers in any department in which they 
| may be. 


The big stores are only too glad to 
| see their people develop in efficiency 
and to encourage it.

for girls with a good working record

In transferring Potts to sea duty 
Daniels announced that he had select- 
ed Captain Mayo, commandant of the 
Mare Island navy yard, at San Fran- 
cisco, for his aid for personnel, to 
succeed Potts. Mayo has had twenty- 
three years’ experience in the various 
grades of the service up to his present 
rank. 

It is intimated by Daniels that he 
would prefer those officers who have 
not had sufficient sea duty in their 
present grades td ask to be sent to 
sea on their motion, instead of leav- 
ing it to him*or to the aid for per- 
sonnel to suggest or order it, and it 
is expected that numerous requests 
for such assignments will follow. 

Secretary Daniels’ declared policy 
is that officers coming up for promo- 
tion “shall have had sufficient sea ser- 
vice in the grade from which they are 
to be promoted to fnsure beyond doubt 
that they are fully qualified and ex- 
perienced at sea to perform the sea 
duties of the next higher grades.” 

It is recognized that Daniels is aim- 


ing at so-called “swivel-chair offi- 
cers,"’ and his action was not wholly 
unexpected.

AGAINST BOYNTON 


IN $20,000 ALIENATION SUN 


Lawyers On Both Sides Score Both Princi- 
pals in Their Summing Up 


Attorney James Characterized 
Situation a Domestic Tragedy 


Chester A. Boynton has lost his 
$25,000 suit for alienation of affections 
against the Rev. William B. Ayers, 
pastor of the Park and Downs Union 


Congregational Church of Wollaston. | 


The jury reported a verdict for the 
defendant to Judge Lawton after ex- 
actly 31 minutes of deliberation, Mon- 
| day afternoon. 

The jury began its deliberations at 
2 o'clock, after listening to a 35-min- 
ute charge by Judge Lawton. 

The charge was concluded at 12.45 
o’clock and the jurors were then told 
that they would be allowed to get 
their lunch before retiring to the 
jury room. Before they were al- 
lowed to leave the court room the 
room and corridor were cleared of 
spectators and witnesses, Judge Law- 
ton explaining that otherwise the 
jurors might be obliged to listen to 
outside talk about the case. 

Before the case was given to the 
jury Attorney Harry James, 
for Chester A. Boynton 


counsel 
scored the 


conduct of the clergyman, in .sum- 
ming up for the defence. 

Attorney James said: 

“This is a domestic tragedy. Until 
Ayers entered the Boynton family 


there was no trouble there. It was 
the dominating influence, and the per- 
sonality of this man, which has been 
cemonstrated not only in the. home 
but in this very courtroom, which was 
responsible for this trouble. 

“Here is a man that began life at 
fifteen, because he can't tell you his 
history from the time of his birth un- 
til that age. He begins with an affair 
with a woman. He marries and is 
divorced in his minorit¥Y; then he 
marries an actress, and after living 
with her for four months divorces her, 
He is divorced twice before he is 
twenty-one. 

“He never was ordained in any 
church until he came to® Wollaston. 
Until he went to a theological school 
he was a strolling actor. He eame 
here without any credentials, but the 
church took him in as any woman 
who was weak would take him in on 
sight 

“He has nothing behind him but the 
congregation which has an interest 
in protecting the name of its pastor.

Rev. Mr. Ayers. In the financial af- 
fairs of the house when Boynton ex- 
acted more and more from the minis- 
ter, the minister agreed on expenses 
and always with the husband. 

“The evidence shows clearly that 
Mrs. Boynton went to the minister’s 
old home in Minneapolis with his sis- 
ter, Grace. Mr, Ayers was neither 
in Minneapolis at the time nor did he 
write to Mrs. Boynton there. There 
is not a scintilla of evidence connect- 
ing Mr. Ayers or Mrs. Boynton on any 
vacation trip. 

“The man responsible all through 
in this case is Chester A. Boynton. He 
had his infatuation for Flora Sass, 
cared nothing for his own faithful 
wife and is now attempting to rake in 
money on the reputation of a good 
woman.” 

In his charge to 
Lawton said: 

“If you are satisfied that the de- 
fendant has enticed the wife to leave 
her husband, the question of whether 
her affections were also alienated is 
of no consequence, although it might 
be in the question of damages. 

“The plaintiff claims he has shown 
to you a degree of intimacy and 
language such as would tend to alien- 
ate her affections from her husband 
and give her a lowered opinion of her 
husband; that the effeet was intended 
to be such that she separated from her 
husband; and the plaintiff says that it 
is of such a character that you ought 
to infer that this is 80.

a reduction in the sugar duty. These 
views were expressed in an open talk

with newspaper men at 
House. 
Criticisms, he said, had been re- 


ceived from some entirely legitimate 
interests that the reductions in their 
cases were more than they could at 
present stand. Mr. Wilson said he 
did not see any ruinous cuts in the 
bill. He referred to the fact that 
members of the ways and means com- 
mittee had heard every person in in- 
terest and that their judgments were 
based on those hearings. 

It was suggested to the president 
that many Ohio Democrats in congress 
felt that free wool would be ruinous 
to the wodlen industry. Wilson said 
he had been trying to inform himself 
as much as possible on the subject, 
but he did not feel their fears were 
justified by facts. He remarked that 
he had heard just the other day that 
the price cf wool was the same on 
both sides of the water. 

Respecting the sugar tariff the 
president was asked if he thought 
sugar factories, both beet and cane, 
could operate under a free sugar sys- 
tem. He said that he certainly 
thought they could, remarking that 
the factories might be shut down for 
effect for a time but that they would 
open for business later. The presi- 
dent said he hoped to open reciprocity 
negotiations with various countries as 
soon as the tariff bill was passed. 

With Underwood and other adminis- 
tration leaders in control of the situa- 
tion, house Democrats began the sec- 
ond week of consideration of the new 
tariff bill in caucus. The “market 
basket” attracted attention of the leg- 
islators, the agricultural schedule 
having been reached. Wheat and 
citrus fruits were particular targets 
for some of the members from mill- 
ing and fruit bearing states. Flour 
has been placed on the free list in 
the administration bill, while a duty 
of 10 percent ad valorem is left on 
wheat. Representatives from milling 
states claim that is a discrimination 
against the millers and they propose 
to make a fight either to put wheat 
on the free list or to place a com- 
pensating duty on flour. Opposition 
developed also to the free listing of 
potatoes.

A Wrong 


Decision

My uncle, Nathan Travers, 
tich man without children of his own, 
and I was to be his heir. He was a 
man who never forgave an injury. 
any one tried to get an unwarranted 
sdvantage of him he would beat him, 
if possible, and in any event would 
never forgive bim. He lived in a sub- 
urban town alone except for the serv- 
ants, recelved no Company and never 
went out socially. 1 went to see him 
at least once a week, often remaining 
all night. 

One morning, after having dined with 
him the evening before and remained 
all night, intending to take an early 
train to the city, I went into his room 
to bid him goodby and was shocked to 
find him dead in his bed. He had been 
stabbed to the heart. I was about to 
call the servants when it occurred to 
me that, being my uncle's heir, I was 
in a position to be suspected of his 
murder, 

Would it be better for me to be be- 
fore the world the discoverer of my 
uncle’s having been killed or to leave 
the house. pretending not to know any- 
thing about it? I bad been asked the 
night before by a maid if 1 would 
have breakfast prepared for me and 
had said that I would breakfast in the 
city. 

If I went ont, as was to be ex- 
pected, the servants would discover 
and announce the murder. I gave but 
n few seconds to deliberate whether I 
should leave the house thus or an- 
nounce the murder, then decided on the 
former course. 


On my way to the city I was much 
agitated and fearful that I had decided 
wrong. It turned out that I had. A 
maid had arisen and was descending 
from the story above when I was leav- 
ing my uncle’s room. She saw me and 
later, when she went to awaken her 
master and found him dead, remem 
bered having seen me leaving his 
chamber. The result was that when 
I was told of the tragedy and looked 
surprised and shocked I was at once 
arrested and brought to trial. 

The explanation I have given here 
was without any effect on the jury. 
My attorney only relied on it so far as 
{t could be corroborated by other evi 
dence. He introduced the statements 
of those who knew my uncle and who 
swore that he was a man having many 
enemies. During his long life several 
persons had said to him, “You shall 
puy for this,” or “I'll have your 


heart's blood.” or “Just you wait.” My | 


defender took the ground that some 
one of these persous had done the 
deed. But my unwise action on dis- 
covering my uncle’s dead body had 
fixed his death !rrevocably on me un- 
less the real murderer could be dis 
covered.

RAILROAD RATE 
MEASURE REJECTED 


Boston and Maine Must Have 
More Liberal Terms 


Concord, N. H., April 16.—The 
measure recommended by the special 
legislative committee which has been 
considering the railroad rate question 
in this state was rejected by the leg- 
islature and the committee was in- 
structed to report a new measure, 
giving the Boston and Maine railroad 
more liberal terms and the railroad 
commission more discretion in fixing 
rates. 

As reported by the committee, the 
bill would have required the Boston 
| and Maine and the state to agree upon 
a new schedule of rates to be pre- 
pared by the public service commis- 
sion, and to go into effect July 1 of 
the present year, none of the rates to 
be in excess of those now charged. 

The resolution calling for a new 
bill was adopted, 179 to 138, after 
the legislature had debated the ques- 
tion all day. ‘

Governor Foss further declares the 
present statute has resulted in a great 
decrease in the consumption of water 
and that it favors the use of other 
beverages less desirable from the 
standpoint of public health.

A general housecleaning of the 
weather bureau is impending.
